ing that it should be inaccessible to 
anyone for 21 years after the do- 
nor’s death. 

Library authorities said today 
they did not know why 21 years 
was specified in the agreement. 
They suggested that inasmuch a6 
the younger Lincoln was extremely 
kind-hearted and feared that he 
might hurt someone’s feelings, he 
might have thought it considerate 
to delay public inspection of the 
documents until the death of the 
immediate descendants of persons 
mentioned. 

No Reason for Delay. 

They added, however, that, so 
far as they knew, the documents 
contained nothing of this nature 
that could not be published today. 

The collection contains letters 
both to and from President 
Lincoln, official, semiofficial and 
personal. It is expected that new 
letters from his cabinet officers, 
generals and public officials will 
be found when the collection is 
unsealed. These will be the im- 
portant historical documents as 
most of the letters’ written by 
Lincoln himself have been  pub- 
lished in the two-volume appendix 
to the life of Lincoln by John Hay, 
former Secretary of State, and 
John G. Nicolay, private secretury 
to President Lincoln.

JERUSALEM, June 20. — Mme. 
Eliezar Ben Yehuda is continuing 
her work on the great Hebrew dic- 
tionary begun by her husband, who 
died, a victim of his monumental 
labors, in 1922, and she says that 
with luck, “if her eyes hold out,” 
she will finish it by 1931. Forty- 
five years ago Dr. Ben Yehuda con- 
ceived the idea of a national mod- 
ern Hebrew language.

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SECRETS OF HEALTH

OU, if a thoughtful person, 
¥ give some attention to your 
diet, for it is really not a good 
thing to eat just “the run of mine.” 
That is the tendency of school 
children. 

It is, however, almost equally tm- 
portant that you do not make a 
fetich of diet; it’s a bad idea to 
transfer your stomach into your 
brain. That is often the tendency 
of some grown-ups. 


Some recent experiments have 
been made by Lampriere (practi- 
tioner) into the diet of boarding 
schools in England where, as a rule, 
an effort is made to adjust diet to 
the changing demands of growing 
children. 

The diet of these schools, he 
points out, presents two. special 
problems: It deals entirely with a 
very active and constantly chang- 
ing individual and it is given un- 
der mass conditions where all must 
feed alike. 

The schcol physictan is the best, 
judge of an efficient diet, but in 
most schools he is not allowed 
nearly enough control. This is the 
first weak spot in school dietetics. 

Most schoo] diet programs, also, 
do not allow .enough fatty food, 
such as butter ana milk; do not 
include stone-ground flour, with its 
large content of vitamine RB, and 
are short of green vegetables and 
fresh fruits. 

The first of the foregoing defi- 
ciencies is usually made good by the 
supply of cod liver oil from the 
medical officer and the last out of 
the boy's own pocket. 

The average time between meals 
is about five hours. In the winter 
some find this too long, and an op- 
tional light lunch In the morning 
and tea or cocoa In the afternoon 
should be provided. There should 
never be early school on an empty 
stomach. . 

The time allowance for meals is 
often inadefuate. Twenty minutes 
should be the minimum for break- 
fast and tea, and 35 minutes for 


midday dinner.

| faanaged, the “tuck shop” or grub 
‘a & Valuable asset, hut on- 
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controlled supplies of food and 
pocket money are a very real dan- 
ger. The tuck shop should only 
be opened in the short morning 
break and after dinner. 

Cooking and service are very 
important, and no false economy 
is worse than .an inefficient cook. 

Service should be quick and ef- 
ficient, and the table. setting— 
crockery, liften, etc.—should be 
carefully arranged and supervised. 
A pleasant table setting means 
good table manners. 

Fish dishes are very difficult to 
make attractive. Bofled fish is 
condemned wholesale by ILampri- 
ere; fried and made-up fish are 
the best, especially if only a few 
tables are served at the same time. 
A hot service for fish that is sup- 
posed to be hot is essential. 

The boarding house system of 
feeding 50 boys is preferable to the 
hotel system of feeding 500. 

School diet must be generous; it 
is impossible to overfeed a boy at 
school, 
strenuous life. 

Indigestion is most rare, exrept 
after a “private feed.” A healthy 
boy's stomach is as elastic —_ tol- 
erant as his heart. 

Constipation is common, baie 
ably because the diet contains too 
much carbohydrate and too few 
fresh vegetables and fruit. 

Routine must be avoided and 
dishes must be palatable and va- 
ried. It is better to upset the 
food balance slightly than to ob- 
serve laws too rigidly. 

It must be economical: any ad- 
dition to it will work out at a 
staggering sum per annum. The 
soundest step towards economy ts 
to pay for a first-class cook. 

If your child is at boarding 
school it may be well for you to 
inquire into these conditions.
